Blessed Sacrament A Resource of the 

Bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy 
USCCB Publishing 

22. When the bishop approves perpetual 
adoration of the exposed Blessed 
Sacrament in a parish Church, where 
should adoration take place? 

Regular or even extended adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament may take place in the 
main body of the Church or in a separate 
chapel. Perpetual adoration of the exposed 
Blessed Sacrament should, ordinarily, take 
place “in a chapel distinct from the body of 
the church so as not to interfere with the 
normal activities of the parish or its daily 
liturgical celebrations.”

Scripture 

■ After the fire there was a tiny 
whispering sound. When he 
heard this, Elijah hid his face in 
his cloak and went and stood at 
the entrance of the cave.

Reflection 

■ Does Jesus offer his hand and 
direct you to “Come" in 
difficult times? Do you believe 
and follow or sink into your 
fears like Peter? 

■ Where do you find Jesus? Do 
you find Jesus in the fire and 
storm or in the “tiny whispering 
sound of prayer and 
contemplation? 

■ Where else do you find Jesus? 
(Scripture, Eucharist, Liturgy, 
Tradition, Lives of the Saints, 
Prayer, Devotions, Community, 
The Poor) 

God can do everything and I can do 
nothing. But if I offer this nothing in 
prayer to God, everything becomes 
possible to me. Within myself I feel the 
ability to perform an act of perfect love 
following Jesus on Calvary, dying with 
him on the cross. Thousands and 
thousands of years may pass and my 
position will not change. 

But... what is impossible for me, the rich 
man in the Gospel, is possible for God! 

It is he who will give me the grace to 
transform myself; he will make me able 
to carry out the impossible and remove 
the obstacle which separates me from the 
Kingdom. And so it is a question of 
waiting, of humble and trustful prayer, 
of patience and hope. But the God of the 
impossible will not ignore my cry. 1
